tUA,  shall  devote  their  whole  funds  for  the  year, 
inoluding  the  Government  Grant,  in  aid  of  the 
Aseodation,  and  shall  nay  over  the  saraa,  accom- 
panied with  a  list  of  tne  members  of  each  such 
Society,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association,  tvo 
weeks  previous  to  tlie  Exhibition  ;  and  provided 
also  that  the  sum  su  paid  over  shall  not  be  Icm 
than  one  dollar  for  each  member  of  any  such 
Society.

5.  All  entrien  must  be  maile  on  printed  forms, 
which  may  be  obtained  of  the  Secietaries  of 
Agricultural  and  Horti.ultural  Societies,  or  of 
Mechanics'  Institutes  throu^jhout  the  Piovinoe, 
free  of  cburge.  These  forms  arc  to  be  filled  nj)

10.  Kxlilbltorfl  are  partlcalarlj  reanett- 
ed  to  takft  notice  that  It  Is  abnolatelj 
reqo'Nltf  that  the  entrleii  be  made  at  the 
duteH  above  mrntloned.  In  order  to  afford 
Bufllclent  time  to  examine  the  entrf 
papers,  and  to  correspond  with  parties, 
when  neccHsary,  for  the  correction  of 
errors  nnd  omiKHlons. 

11.  In  tie  Live  Stojk  classes,  the  entry  m?i»t 
in  every  instance  be  made  in  the  name  of  the 
bo)ia  Jule  owner  ;  and  unless  this  rale  be  nb  r»rved 
no  premium  will  be  awarded,  or  if  awai  JtJ,  will 
be  withheld. 

12.  In  all  the  other  classes,  entries  must  be 
made  in  the  names  of  the  produuttrs  or  mannfae- 
turer.s  only,  and  by  .such  producers  themselves  in 
person,  or  their  agents  duly  authorize*!.
